“ Don’t start trou ble," Chair­ 
man Richard Ichord, D - Mo., 
told Gollobin. “ The chair is 
also informed that there are 
Commu nists in the room. I hav e 
no tru ck with Nazis or Commu ­ 
nists. The chair intends to hav e 
order." 
Ichord, on opening today ’s 
hearing , made a statement de­ 
ploring 
Thu rsday ’s distu rb­ 
ance. 
He said he had considered 
closing the hearing s to the pu b­ 
lic becau se it was difficu lt to 
keep ou t potential trou blemak­ 
ers.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Stuart Symington, D-Mo.. said 
today it was “ unfortunate’* that 
young Americans must face a 
compulsory military obligation 
but that it was necessary to 
continue the draft “ at present.” 
Republican nominee Barry 
Coldwater opened his presiden­ 
tial 
campaign in Prescott, 
Ariz., Thursday with a call to 
“ end the draft altogether, and as 
soon as possible.”

recalled in his 
statement that the draft had 


been ended after World War Q

The rate of population growth 
in the United States slackened 
slightly last year, according to 
the statisticians. 
Although the population in­ 
creased by 2,760,000 during 
19 62, to a total of just over 188 
million persons, the relative 
rise of 1.5 percent was below 
the 1.7 percent annual income 
Increase experienced 
in the 
years since January 19 53, the 
statisticians said. 
In Canada the population rose 
to 18,770,000 by the yea rend, an 
increase of about 336,000 for 
19 62, or 1.8 percent. This like­ 
wise represented a smaller rate 
of growth than Canada has ex­ 
perienced in the past several 
years. 
Much of the population gain in 
the United States reflected rec­ 
ord high numbers of births. 
More than 4,150,000 live births 
were registered in the country 
last year, the ninth consecutive 
year that they have exceeded 
four million. 
As a consequence, the popula­ 
tion under age 21 has grown 
very rapidly in the past decade. 
It rose from 58.1 million in 
January 19 53 to 76.1 million 
at the end of 19 62, an increase 
of 18 million or 31 percent. The 
same proportionate 
increase 
was experienced among older 
people, although in actual num­ 
bers persons 
aged 
65 and 
over Increased from 13.4 mil­ 
lion to only 17.5 million in the 
same period. 
The smallest relative increase 
in the United States population 
was in the age group 21 to 44, 
which grew to 56.8 million by 
the end of the year, a rise of 
only 2 1/2 percent. As a re­ 
sult, the number of people at 
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these prime ages dropped from 
35 to 30 percent of the total pop­ 
ulation, the statisticians re­ 
ported. 
All nine geographic divisions 
of the country experienced pop­ 
ulation gains, with the Mountain 
states from Montana to New 
Mexico continuing in the lead. 
Arizona and Nevada showed the 
largest increases of more than 
4 1/2 percent. 
The Pacific states also grew 
rapidly, with California reach­ 
ing a total population of 17 1/4 
million residents. Outside the 
West, Florida has the most 
vigorous growth, with a gain of 
4.2 percent, to more than 5,- 
500,000.

Bob Kennedy Going It ‘Alone*; 
Finds Some Old Kennedy Allies 
Bolting. 


New York: —Emotionalwaves 
of cheering, mingled with sobs 
and tears, which engulf Bob 
Kennedy these hours, are sym­ 
bolic not political. Neither John 
Kennedy’s image nor his poli­ 
tical mystique has fallen onto 
the shoulders of brother Bob. 
Men who fought to get five min­ 
utes with the younger brother 
and who hit the telephones to 
boast of letters, calls and In­ 
vitations from his in the past 
now treat him like any routine 
office seeker. 
This is especially true inside 
labor and was especially evi­ 
dent the other day at a usually 
unnoticed convention of state 
labor leaders living a few mo­ 
ments of glory in the klieg lime­ 
light. 
On Tuesday morning at this 
state’s 
AFL-CIO convention 
more than half the powerful 
delegates roundly applauded 
Republican Senator 
Kenneth 
Keating when he held high his 
head with its mane of white hair 
and opened his talk by say­ 
ing: 
“ Despite misgivings in some 
qjarters I am now officially 
a candidate for re-election to 
the United States Senate.** 
There were no boos as there 
would have been for an op­ 
ponent of Jack Kennedy in ear­ 
lier days. Only cheers for the 
man whose victory would mean 
the sudden end of Bob Kenne­ 
dy's comeback. What surprised 
observers were the men who 
cheered Bob Kennedy’s poli­ 
tical enemy. They were the state 
leaders of countrywide unions 
whose national chiefs have been 
on the phone for days urging 
them to participate in an over­ 
whelming endorsement of Bob 
Kennedy’s 
senatorial candi­ 
dacy. Yet not only did fully 
half the delegates cheer Keat­ 
ing, but they gave him a stand­ 
ing ovation when he began 
speaking, interrupted his 27- 
minute speech 11 times with 
applause and frequently burst 
out with appreciative laughter. 
Working hardest against Bob 
Kennedy were officials of the 
building and construction trades 
unions. Some of this was “ back­ 
lash.*’ It was obvious in the cor­ 
ridors and late evening bull 
sessions in the ubiquitous con­ 
vention hotel suites. They do 
not like Mr. Kennedy for having 
forced open the membership list 
of their unions through the Civil 
Rights Act. 
Some of it was personal, 
though. These labor men had 
never really been part of the 
social milieu which was always 
welcomed at the White House. 


Some of the reaction was pro­ 
voked during the Kennedy years 
when the building and construc­ 
tion union officials were over­ 
looked while labor's liberals 
and militants of the former CIO 
unions were wooed and feted. 
Some of it was caused by the 
years of investigations—first 
by the McClellan committee and 
then by the Justice Dept. Some 
of it sprang from a straight­ 
forward difference of political 
opinions. There always has been 
a strong Republican contingent 
inside the old-line AFL craft 
unions. 
A good deal of it was caused 
by Bob Kennedy's coming in 
from the “ outside.*' 
But most of it comes from the 
fact that Bob Kennedy is not 
their kind of “ people." It should 
be recalled here that they have 
always fought him. Shortly after 
the 19 60 election, a delegation 
of building and construction 
union chiefs visited Jonn Ken­ 
nedy to protest the naming of 
Bob Kennedy as attorney gen­ 
eral. The late Mr. Kennedy gave 
them little time and less com­ 
fort. 
They fought Bob Kennedy then 
and they plan to fight him right 
through the campaign regard­ 
less of any convention resolu­ 
tion. They are formidable poli­ 
ticos. 
“ Bobby" knows this. He knows 
he must make it on his own. 
He is aware that he does not 
even have the full support of 
the rank-and-file liberals in 
the state. So he is hitting hard, 
as the Kennedys always do. 
This man won't sleep for two 
mo nths. Characteristically, 
when he heard that there was 
a split in labor’s ranks, he spent 
last Sunday morning in Suite 
2000 at the Hotel Commodore 
talking with the AFL-CIO state 
leaders. 
There were polite 
questions and polite answers. 
But it lacked the rollicking 
gaiety of the breakfasts at the 
Hotel Carlyle that John Ken­ 
nedy had with the labor men 
who doubted him back in 19 60. 
When Bob Kennedy heard that 
a strong group of upstate 
leaders were set to fight him, 
he invited 30 of them to visit 
with him in his suite at the 
Hotel Carlyle at two o’clock 
last Monday. Sixty came. They 
brought their wives and chil­ 
dren. He signed autographs and 
gabbed with the ladies. 
He knows he is on his own. 
Now he has no patronage and not 
much power to give in this 
administration. He does have 
the kind of errorless machine 
which once elected a president. 
Now we will see if the Kennedy 
organization made a president, 
or if a man named Jack Ken­ 
nedy made the organization.

The American Association for 
the Advancement of Science re­ 
cently sent s questionnaire to 
2,000 
members selected at 
random.

' ‘The vital national interests of 
the United States require that 
a high priority be given to 
landing a man on the moon by 
1970*’ -- 62 per cent of the 
1,134 scientists who replied 
said “No." 
While 58 per cent thought that 
scientific 
knowledge was the 
most important justification for 
the moon program, only 7 per 
cent could see any military 
benefit from it. Four per cent 
thought there was not justifi­ 
cation at all tor going to the 
moon. 
Not surprisingly, only 139 of 
the respondents were connected 
either directly or indirectly 
with 
government -supported 
space work--as scientists. As 
citizens and employes, though, 
it is probable that the great 
majority of them live in states 
and are associated with insti­ 
tutions or companies that der­ 
ive financial benefits from the 
space program. 
In the early days, space funds 
were voted out of alarm and en­ 
thusiasm and excitement. To­ 
day, despite noisy talk in Con­ 
gress about sharp scrutiny of 
the 
space budget, NASA .will 
again get just about what it 
asked tor — $5.2 billion in 
fiscal 19 &;-65. 
This is because space re­ 
search is definitely one of the 
economic-political facts of life 
today. The glamor of moon glow 
has dimmed, but a lot of con­ 
stituents of a lot of congress-: 
men now have a down - to - 
earth personal interest in the 
$20-blllion-plus moon project. 
It will not be the first time 
this has happened. The mon- 
archs who 
financed the ex­ 
plorers of the New World were 
more interested in riches than 
in 
geographical 
knowledge. 
Sheer curiosity and love of 
adventure lnsprired the Wright 
Brothers, but the fruit of their 
invention—commercial air tra­ 
vel--is strictly business.

WHAT CAUSES HIGHER 
PRICES? 
Many Americans have been 
lulled into a false way of think­ 
ing about inflation and price 
increases. We have been mis­ 
led into believing that Inflation 
and a rise in the general price 
level are one and the same 
thing;. . .that the only time we 
should worry about inflation is 
WHEN PRICES START TO GO 
UP. 
This advice is mischievous be­ 
cause it glosses over two im­ 
portant facts: First, Inflation 
comes BEFORE prices go up. 
Inflation is the cause, and higher 
prices are the effect. To con­ 
fuse higher prices with inflation 
is like confusing a sick per­ 
son's FEVER with the SICK­ 
NESS that CAUSES the fever. 
Second, a consumer price in­ 
dex which remains level over a 
period of years is almost SURE 
sign that inflation HAS taken 
place. 
For many years the rate of 
productivity (u5e., the amount 
of goods and services produced 
PER PERSON) has increased 
an average of 2 to 2 - 1/2 
per cent a year. (The cause 
of this gain is the ever-in­ 
creasing investment in tools and 
technology that business makes 
per worker.) Therefore, since 
the amount of goods and ser­ 
vices increases each year, 
PRICES ARE BOUND TO DE­ 
CREASE on the average IF THE 
NUMBER OF DOLLARS used 
to buy these goods and ser­ 
vices IS NOT INCREASED! 
An understanding of these facts 
can show the way to greater 
prosperity: 
Instead of work­ 
ing people fighting for wage in­ 
creases each year to stay ahead 
of the higher prices which re­ 
sult from inflation, It would be 
easier and more sensible to 
unite as voters and demand that 
government stop increasing our 
money supply by upping the fed­ 
eral debt.

The Congressman from Har 
lem had informed me that he 
had made no recent trips to 
Puerto Rico and implied that 
he had been working hard in 
Washington. I have now dis­ 
covered that actually he was 
on another European Junket at 
the taxpayers’ expense during 
most of the Harlem race riots. 
In fact, Powell was even on 
this junket when the Civil Rights 
Bill sometimes considered the 
Magna Charter of Negro free­ 
dom, was passed on July 2. 
He was not in Washington to 
vote. 
Powell’s official excuse for 
going abroad was to attend the 
International 
Labor 
o f f i c e 
meeting in Geneva. 
He ar­ 
rived in Geneva In late June, 
registered at the hotel Rhone, 
apparently didn’t like the ac­ 
commodations, and moved to 
another hotel. He did not meet 
once with the Staff of the In­ 
ternational Labor Office and 
did not attend a single meet­ 
ing of the full conference.

The rate of population growth 
in the United States slackened 
slightly last year, according to 
the statisticians. 
Although the population in­ 
creased by 2,760,000 during 
1962, to a total of just over 188 
million persons, the relative 
rise of 1.5 percent was below 
the 1.7 percent annual income 
increase experienced 
in the 
years since January 1953, the 
statisticians said. 
In Canada the population rose 
to 18,770,000 by the yearend, an 
increase of about 336,000 for 
1962, or 1.8 percent. This like­ 
wise represented a smaller rate 
of growth than Canada has ex­ 
perienced in the past several 
years. 
Much of the population gain in 
the United States reflected rec­ 
ord high numbers of births. 
More than 4,150,000 live births 
were registered in the country 
last year, the ninth consecutive 
year that they have exceeded 
four million. 
As a consequence, the popula­ 
tion under age 21 has grown 
very rapidly in the past decade. 
It rose from 58.1 million in 
January 1953 to 76.1 million 
at the end of 1962, an increase 
of 18 million or 31 percent. The 
same proportionate 
increase 
was experienced among older 
people, although in actual num­ 
bers persons 
aged 
65 and 
over increased from 13.4 mil­ 
lion to only 17.5 million in the 
same period. 
The smallest relative increase 
in the United States population 
was in the age group 21 to 44, 
which grew to 56.8 million by 
the end of the year, a rise of 
only 2 1/2 percent. As a re­ 
sult, the number of people at

Bob Kennedy Going It ‘Alone*; 
Finds Some Old Kennedy Allies 
Bolting. 


New York: —Emotionalwaves 
of cheering, mingled with sobs 
and tears, which engulf Bob 
Kennedy these hours, are sym­ 
bolic not political. Neither John 
Kennedy’s image nor his poli­ 
tical mystique has fallen onto 
the shoulders of brother Bob. 
Men who fought to get five min­ 
utes with the younger brother 
and who hit the telephones to 
boast of letters, calls and in­ 
vitations from his in the past 
now treat him like any routine 
office seeker. 
This is especially true inside 
labor and was especially evi­ 
dent the other day at a usually 
unnoticed convention of state 
labor leaders living a few mo­ 
ments of glory in the klieg lime­ 
light. 
On Tuesday morning at this 
state’s 
AFL-CIO convention 
more than half the powerful 
delegates roundly applauded 
Republican Senator 
Kenneth 
Keating when he held high his 
head with Its mane of white hair 
and opened his talk by say­ 
ing: 
“ Despite misgivings in some 
quarters I am now officially 
a candidate for re-election to 
the United States Senate.” 
There were no boos as there 
would have been for an op­ 
ponent of Jack Kennedy in ear­ 
lier days. Only cheers for the 
man whose victory would mean 
the sudden end of Bob Kenne­ 
dy’s comeback. What surprised 
observers were the men who 
cheered Bob Kennedy’s poli­ 
tical enemy. They were the state 
leaders of countrywide unions 
whose national chiefs have been 
on the phone for days urging 
them to participate in an over­ 
whelming endorsement of Bob 
Kennedy’s 
senatorial candi­ 
dacy. Yet not only did fully 
half the delegates cheer Keat­ 
ing, but they gave him a stand­ 
ing ovation when he began 
speaking, interrupted his 27- 
minute speech ll times with 
applause and frequently burst 
out with appreciative laughter. 
Working hardest against Bob 
Kennedy were officials of the 
building and construction trades 
unions. Some of fills was “back­ 
lash.” It was obvious in the cor­ 
ridors and late evening bull 
sessions in the ubiquitous con­ 
vention hotel suites. They do 
not like Mr. Kennedy for having 
forced open the membership list 
of their unions through the Civil 
Rights Act. 
Some of it was personal, 
though. These labor men had 
never really been part of the 
social milieu which vas always 
welcomed at the White House. 


Some of the reaction was pro­ 
voked during the Kennedy years 
when the building and construc­ 
tion union officials were over­ 
looked while labor's liberals 
and militants of the former CIO 
unions were wooed and feted. 
Some of it was caused by the 
years of investigations—first 
by the McClellan committee and 
then by the Justice Dept. Some 
of it sprang from a straight­ 
forward difference of political 
opinions. There always has been 
a strong Republican contingent 
inside the old-line AFL craft 
unions. 
A good deal of it was caused 
by Bob Kennedy's coming in 
from the “ outside.” 
But most of it comes from the 
fact that Bob Kennedy is not 
their kind of “ people.” It should 
be recalled here that they have 
always fought him. Shortly after 
the 1960 election, a delegation 
of 
building and construction 
union chiefs visited Joan Ken­ 
nedy to protest the naming of 
Bob Kennedy as attorney gen­ 
eral. The late Mr. Kennedy gave 
them little time and less com­ 
fort. 
They fought Bob Kennedy then 
and they plan to fight him right 
through the campaign regard­ 
less of any convention resolu­ 
tion. They are formidable poli­ 
ticos. 
“ Bobby” knows this. He knows 
he must make it on his own.

While it is still not at all 
certain that this target will be 
met, no one can doubt that man’s 
fantastic dream of space flight 
to other worlds Is steadily near­ 
ing reality. 
Reaching the moon has been 
declared a national goal. But 
despite the national pride in the 
Ranger flight, the Appollo moon 
project is far from being a 
truly mass - supported effort, 
such as a war would be -- 
especially now that the novelty 
of rockets and satellites has 


worn off. 
Indeed it is far from having 
the whole-hearted support of 
the scientific communtly. 
The American Association tor 
the Advancement of Science re­ 
cently sent a questionnaire to 
2,000 
members selected at 
random. 
To the yes-or-no statement— 
“ The vital national interests of 
the United States require that 
a high priority be given to 
landing a man on the moon by 
1970** -- 62 per cent of the 
1,134 scientists who replied 
said “No.” 
While 58 per cent thought that 
scientific 
knowledge was the 
most important justification for 
the moon program, only 7 per 
cent could see any military 
benefit from it. Four per cent 
thought there was not justifi­ 
cation at all for going to the 
moon. 
Not surprisingly, only 139 of 
the respondents were connected 
either directly or indirectly 
with 
government -supported 
space work- -as scientists. As 
citizens and employes, though, 
it is probable that the great 
majority of them live in states 
and are associated with insti­ 
tutions or companies that der­ 
ive financial benefits from the 
space program. 
In the early days, space funds 
were voted out of alarm and en­ 
thusiasm and excitement. To­ 
day, despite noisy talk in Con­ 
gress about sharp scrutiny of 
the 
space budget, NASA .will 
again get just about what it 
asked for — $5.2 billion in 
fiscal 196-i -65. 
This is because space re­ 
search is definitely one of the 
economic-political facts of life 
today. The glamor of moon glow 
has dimmed, tut a lot of con­ 
stituents of a lot of congress-: 
men now have a down - to - 
earth personal interest in the 
$20-billion-plus moon project. 
It will not be the first time 
this has happened. The mon­ 
archs who

To con­ 
fuse higher prices with inflation 
is like confusing a sick per­ 
son’s FEVER with the SICK­ 
NESS that CAUSES the fever. 
Second, a consumer price in­ 
dex which remains level over a 
period of years is almost SURE 
sign that inflation HAS taken 
place. 
For many years the rate of 
productivity (u5e., the amount 
of goods and services produced 
PER PERSON) has increased 
an average of 2 to 2 - 1/2 
per cent a year. (The cause 
of this gain is the ever-in­ 
creasing investment in tools and 
technology that business makes 
per worker.) Therefore, since 
the amount of goods and ser­ 
vices increases each year, 
PRICES ARE BOUND TO DE­ 
CREASE on the average IF THE 
NUMBER OF DOLLARS used 
to buy these goods and ser­ 
vices IS NOT INCREASED! 
An understanding of these facts 
can show the way to greater 
prosperity: 
Instead of work­ 
ing people fighting for wage in­ 
creases each year to stay ahead 
of the higher prices which re­ 
sult from inflation, it would be 
easier and more sensible to 
unite as voters and demand that 
government stop increasing our 
money supply by upping the fed­ 
eral debt.

drinking. 
Alcohol, aside from its addic­ 
tive qualities, also has a psy cho­ 
logical effect that modified 
thinking and reasoning. One 
drink can change the thinking 
tnd reasoning. One drink can 
change the thinking of an alco­ 
holic so that he feels he can 
tolerate another, and then an- 
Dther, and another. 
Most alcoholics cannot break 
the cy cle alone, for it means 
giving up the thing in life he 
irants most.

of intestinal bacteria, today 
prompted a plea for greater 
prev entiv e efforts in the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. 
There were 9,680 cases of 
salmonellosis 
in the United 
States in 1962 compared with 
723 in 1945, according to a 
Journal editorial. 
“ Effectiv e control of salmon­ 
ellosis can result only if phy­ 
sicians and health officials of 
ev ery country, v eterinarians 
and wildlife experts, farmers 
and industrialists, as wall as 
gov ernmental agencies dealing 
with health, agriculture, and 
food, and the general public 
will work in cooperation to­ 
ward this desirable and ob- 
tainaole goal,” 
the editorial 
said. 
Infections from salmonellae 
are acquired by the oral route, 
usually by ingestion of conta­ 
minated food or drink, accord­ 
ing to the editorial. 
The major sources of human 
infection are liv estock and dom­ 
estic animals. The foods most 
often implicated are poultry, 
eggs, milk, prepared meats, 
sausage, meat pies, desiccated 
coconut, cake mixes, and cus­ 
tard-filled 
bakery 
products 
which are lightly cooked and 
subject to much handling. Ani­ 
mal foods and fertilizers are 
also a source of infection. 
The editorial called for im­ 
prov ed operating procedures in 
food processing plants, includ­ 
ing rapid handling and adequate 
refrigeration of food, and hy­ 
giene of plant and personnel.

prompted a plea for greater 
preventive efforts in the Jour­ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. 
There were 9,680 cases of 
salmonellosis 
in the United 
States in 1962 compared with 
723 in 1945, according to a 
Journal editorial. 
“ Effective control of salmon­ 
ellosis can result only if phy­ 
sicians and health officials of 
every country, veterinarians 
and wildlife experts, farmers 
and industrialists, as wall as 
governmental agencies dealing 
with health, agriculture, and 
food, and the general public 
will work in cooperation to­ 
ward i.his desirable and ob- 
tainaole goal,” 
the editorial 
said. 
Infections from salmonellas 
are acquired by the oral route, 
usually by ingestion of conta­ 
minated food or drink, accord­ 
ing to the editorial.

The rate of population growth 
in the United States slackened 
slightly last year, according to 
the statisticians. 
Although 
the 
population in­ 
creased by 2,760,000 d u rin g 
1962, to a total of just over 188 
million persons, the relative 
rise of 1.5 percent was below 
the 1.7 percent annual income 
increase experienced 
in the 
years since January 1953, the 
statisticians said. 
In Canada the population rose 
to 18,770,000 by the yearend, an 
increase of about 336,000 for 
1962, or 1.8 percent. This like­ 
wise represented a sm aller rate 
of growth than Canada has ex­ 
perienced in the past several 
years. 
Much of the population gain in 
the United States reflected re c ­ 
ord high numbers of births. 
More than 4,150,000 live births 
were registered in the country 
last year, the ninth consecutive 
year that they have exceeded 
four million. 
As a consequence, the popula­ 
tion under age 21 has grown 
very rapidly in the past decade. 
It rose from 58.1 million in 
January 1953 to 76.1 million 
at the end of 1962, an increase 
of 18 million or 31 percent. The 
same proportionate 
increase 
was experienced among older 
people, although in actual num­ 
bers persons 
aged 
65 
and 
over increased from 13.4 m il­ 
lion to only 17.5 million in the 
same period. 
The sm allest relative increase 
in the United States population 
was in the age group 21 to 44, 
which grew to 56.8 million by 
the end of the year, a rise of 
only 2 1/2 percent. As a re ­ 
sult, the number of people at

these prim e ages dropped from 
35 to 30 percent of the total pop­ 
ulation, the statisticians re­ 
ported. 
All nine geographic divisions 
of the country experienced pop­ 
ulation gains, with the Mountain 
states from Montana to New 
Mexico continuing in the lead. 
Arizona and Nevada showed the 
largest increases of more than 
4 1/2 percent.

Inside Labor

Bob Kennedy Going It ‘Alone*; 
Finds Some Old Kennedy Allies 
Bolting. 


New York; — Emotional waves 
of cheering, mingled with sobs 
and 
tears, 
which engulf Bob 
Kennedy these hours, are sym ­ 
bolic not political. Neither John 
Kennedy’s image nor his poli­ 
tical mystique has fallen onto 
the shoulders of brother Bob. 
Men who fought to get five min­ 
utes with the younger brother 
and who hit the telephones to 
boast of letters, calls and in­ 
vitations from his in the past 
now treat him like any routine 
office seeker. 
This is especially true inside 
labor and was especially evi­ 
dent the other day at a usually 
unnoticed convention of state 
labor leaders living a few mo­ 
ments of glory in the klieg lim e­ 
light. 
On Tuesday morning at this 
state’s 
AFL-CIO 
convention 
more than half the powerful 
delegates roundly applauded 
Republican Senator 
Kenneth 
Keating when he held high his 
head with its mane of white hair 
and opened his talk by say­ 
ing; 
“ Despite misgivings in some 
quarters I am now officially 
a candidate for re-election to 
the United States Senate.” 
There were no boos as there 
would have been for an op­ 
ponent of Jack Kennedy in e a r­ 
lier days. Only cheers for the 
man whose victory would mean 
the sudden end of Bob Kenne­ 
dy’s comeback. What surprised 
observers were the men who 
cheered Bob Kennedy’s poli­ 
tical enemy. They were the state 
leaders of countrywide unions 
whose national chiefs have been 
on the phone for days urging 
them to participate in an over­ 
whelming endorsement of Bob 
Kennedy’s 
senatorial candi­ 
dacy. Yet not only did fully 
half the delegates cheer Keat­ 
ing, but they gave him a stand­ 
ing 
ovation 
when 
he began 
speaking, interrupted his 27- 
minute speech ll tim es with 
applause and frequently burst 
out with appreciative laughter. 
Working hardest against Bob 
Kennedy were officials of the 
building and construction trades 
unions. Some of this was “ back­ 
lash.” It was obvious in the cor­ 
ridors and late evening bull 
sessions in the ubiquitous con­ 
vention hotel suites. They do 
not like Mr. Kennedy for having 
forced open the membership list 
of their unions through the Civil 
Rights Act. 
Some 
of it w as personal, 
though. These labor men had 
never really been part of the 
social milieu which was always 
welcomed at the White House. 


Some of the reaction was pro­ 
voked during the Kennedy years 
when the building and construc­ 
tion union officials were over­ 
looked while labor's liberals 
and militants of the former CIO 
unions were wooed and feted. 
Some of it was caused by the 
years of investigations--first 
by the McClellan committee and 
then by the Justice Dept. Some 
of it sprang from a straight­ 
forward difference of political 
opinions. There always hasbeen 
a strong Republican contingent 
inside the old-line AFL craft 
unions. 
A good deal of it was caused 
by Bob Kennedy's coming in 
from the “ outside.” 
But most of it comes from the 
fact that Bob Kennedy is not 
their kind of “ people.” It should 
be recalled here that they have 
always fought him. Shortly after 
the 1960 election, a delegation 
of 
building 
and construction 
union chiefs visited /Olin Ken­ 
nedy to protest the naming of 
Bob Kennedy as attorney gen­ 
eral. Tlie late Mr. Kennedy gave 
them little time and less com­ 
fort. 
They fought Bob Kennedy then 
and they plan to fight him right 
through the campaign regard­ 
less of any convention resolu­ 
tion. They are formidable poli­ 
ticos. 
“ Bobby” knows this.Heknows 
he must make it on his own. 
He is aware that he does not 
even have the full support of 
the rank-and-file liberals in 
the state. So he is hitting hard, 
as the Kennedys always do. 
This man won’t sleep for two 
m o n t h s . 
Characteristically, 
when he heard that there was 
a split in labor’s ranks, he spent 
last Sunday morning in Suite 
2000 at the Hotel Commodore 
talking with the AFL-CIO state 
leaders. 
There were polite 
questions and polite answers. 
But it lacked the rollicking 
gaiety of the breakfasts at the 
Hotel Carlyle that John Ken­ 
nedy had with the labor men 
who doubted him back in 1960. 
When Bob Kennedy heard that 
a 
strong 
group of upstate 
leaders were set to fight him, 
he invited 30 of them to visit 
with him in his suite at the 
Hotel Carlyle at two o'clock 
last Monday. Sixty came. They 
brought their wives and chil­ 
dren. He signed autographs and 
gabbed with the ladies. 
He knows he is on his own. 
Now he has no patronage and not 
much power to give in this 
administration. He does have 
the kind of erro rless machine 
which once elected a president. 
Now we will see if the Kennedy 
organization made a president, 
or if a man named Jack Ken­ 
nedy made the organization.

While it is still not at all 
certain that this target will be 
met, no one can doubt that man's 
fantastic dream of space flight 
to other worlds is steadily near­ 
ing reality. 
Reaching the moon has been 
declared a national goal. But 
despite the national pride in the 
Ranger flight, the Appollo moon 
project is far from being a 
truly mass - supported effort, 
such as a war would be -- 
especially now that the novelty 
of rockets and satellites has 
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worn off. 
Indeed it is far from having 
the whole-hearted support of 
the scientific community. 
The American Association tor 
the Advancement of Science re­ 
cently sent a questionnaire to 
2,000 
members selected at 
random. 
To the yes-or-no statement— 
“ The vital national interests of 
the United States require that 
a high priority be given to 
landing a man on the moon by 
1970” -- 62 per cent of the 
1,134 scientists who replied 
said “ No." 
While 58 per cent thought that 
scientific 
knowledge was the 
most important Justification for 
the moon program, only 7 per 
cent 
could 
see any military 
benefit from it. Four per cent 
thought there was not Justifi­ 
cation at all for going to the 
moon. 
Not surprisingly, only 139 of 
the respondents were connected 
either directly or indirectly 
with 
government -supported 
space work--as scientists. As 
citizens and employes, though, 
it Is probable that the great 
majority of them live in states 
and are associated with insti­ 
tutions or companies that der­ 
ive financial benefits from the 
space program. 
In the early days, space funds 
were voted out of alarm and en­ 
thusiasm and excitement. To­ 
day, despite noisy talk in Con­ 
gress about sharp scrutiny of 
the 
space budget, NASA .will 
again get just about what it 
asked for -- $5.2 billion 
in 
fiscal i96-f-65. 
This 
is 
because space re­ 
search is definitely one of the 
economic-political facts of life 
today. The glamor of moon glow 
has dimmed, but a lot of con­ 
stituents of a lot of congress-: 
men now have a down - to - 
earth personal interest in the 
$20-billion-plus moon project.

WHAT CAUSES HIGHER 
PRICES? 
Many Americans have been 
lulled into a false way of think­ 
ing about inflation and price 
increases. We have been m is­ 
led into believing that inflation 
and a rise in the general price 
level are one and the same 
thing;. . .that the only time we 
should worry about inflation is 
WHEN PRICES START TO GO 
UP. 
This advice is mischievous be­ 
cause it glosses over two im ­ 
portant facts: 
First, inflation 
comes BEFORE prices go up. 
Inflation is the cause, and higher 
prices are the effect. To con­ 
fuse higher prices with inflation 
is like confusing a sick p e r­ 
son’s FEVER with the SICK­ 
NESS that CAUSES the fever. 
Second, a consumer price in­ 
dex which remains level over a 
period of years is almost SURF: 
sign that inflation HAS taken 
place. 
For many years the rate of 
productivity (u5e., the amount 
of goods and services produced 
PER PERSON) has increased 
an average of 2 to 2 - 1/2 
per cent a year. 
(The cause 
of this gain is the ever-in- 
creasing investment in tools and 
technology that business makes 
per worker.) Therefore, since 
the amount of goods and s e r­ 
vices increases each year, 
PRICES ARE BOUND TO DE­ 
CREASE on the average IF THE 
NUMBER OF DOLLARS used 
to buy these goods and s e r­ 
vices IS NOT INCREASED! 
An understanding of these facts 
can show the way to greater 
prosperity:

I have now dis­ 
covered that actually he was 
on another European Junket at 
the taxpayers* expense during 
most of the Harlem race riots. 
In fact, Powell was even on 
this junket when the Civil Rights 
Bill sometimes considered the 
Magna Charter of Negro free­ 
dom, was passed on July 2.

ALCOHOLISM 


Alcoholism is a growing dis­ 
ease problem confronted fre­ 
quently by fam ilies, commun­ 
ities and physicians. 
As with many other diseases 
it can be treated, but not really 
cured. The alcoholic can learn 
to com pletely control his dis­ 
ease, but the affliction cannot 
be stam ped out so that he can 
return to alcohol without ad­ 
verse consequences. 
While 
the 
treatm ent 
p ri­ 
m arily involves m erely not tak­ 
ing a drink, the course of the 
treatm ent is often long, h ar­ 
rowing and beset by relapses, 
detection usually brings about) 
better resu lts. 
Among the signs of the dis­ 
ease 
a re 
increased 
con­ 
sumption of alcohol, often com­ 
bined with constant thinking 
about drinking and making; It an 
Im portant p art of life. 
The alcoholic usually drinks 
more than he intends, or gets 
drunk when he doesn't intend to, 
tor he uses alcohol as a drug 
rather than a beverage. Despite 
obvious ex cesses, however, he 
usually denies that he drinks too 
much o r o ffers alibis for his 
drinking. 
Other 
sym ptom s 
include 
getting drunk alone, taking an 
“ eye-opener” in the morning, 
digestive disturbance and loss 
of appetite, and m issing time 
from work o r duties because of 
drinking. 
Alcohol, asid e from Its addic­ 
tive qualities, also has a psycho­ 
logical 
effect 
that 
modified 
thinking 
and 
reasoning. One 
drink can change the thinking 
and reasoning. One drink can 
change the thinking of an alco­ 
holic so that he feels he can 
tolerate another, and then an­ 
other, and another. 
Most alcoholics cannot break 
the cycle alone, for It means 
giving up the thing in life he 
wants m ost. 
Help for the alcoholic can 
come from many sou re es-th e 
physician, the clergy, govern­ 
mental agencies 
such as the 
local health departm ent and vol­ 
unteer organizations like Alco- 
hollca Anonymous. 
In 
addition the family 
can 
help by listening to his prob­ 
lem s and helping him to face 
them realistically ; encouraging 
him to help him self, but with­ 
out scolding o r lecturing him. 
And, when he gives up drink­ 
ing, 
keep 
up 
his 
m orale, 
em phasize his good points, not 
his bad ones. After all, he’s 
sick, not wicked.
